The three low bidders, according to 
tabulations made by City Engineer 
Bert Meh! are: Clyde C. Wood, Stock- 
ton, $90,046.81; Irving L. Ryder, San 
Jose, $94,803.17, and the Union Paving 
Company, San Mateo, $97,303.62. The 
cAgineer ’s estimate of the cost of the 

Friect was $103,000. the low bid being 
‘appr oximately $10,000 under the esti- 
mate. 

Other firms bidding on the big job 
A. Dontanville, Salinas; Clark 
8nd Henry, San Francisco; A. G. 
Raisch, San Francisco; Valley Paving 
and Construction Company, Visalia; 
Marshall S. Hanrahan, San Francisco; 
A. Teichert an dSon, Stockton;W. O. 
Tyson, Redwood City; and Jack Cas- 
son, Hayward. 

This paving project embraces most 
of the streets in the Stanford Park 
section of the city, and when finished 
will make the Park one of finest resi- 
dential sections on the Peninsula. It 
was reported around that a number of ; 
attorneys would present the ; 
Tuesday night meeting to object to the 
opening of the bids, but this was only 
a rumor, and as rumors usually are it 
was false. 

Contractor Wood put up his bond of 
$10,000 at once and there will be 
delays in the completion of the work, 
with the possible exception of weather

1. That COLLEGE AVENUE and 
CAMBRIDGE AVENUE from _ the 
northeasterly line of Arbor Road to 


the southwesterly line of El Camino 
Real, HARVARD AVENUE from the 
northeasterly line of University Drive 
to the southwesterly line of El Camino 
Real, UNIVERSITY DRIVE from the 
southeasterly line of Middle Avenue to 
the northwesterly line of Stanford 
Avenue, YALE ROAD from the south- 
easterly line of Middle Avenue to the 
northwesterly line of Stanford Avenue, 
and PRINCETON ROAD from the 
southeasterly line of College Avenue to 
the northwesterly line of Stanford Ave- 
nue, including all street intersections 
and terminations and portions thereof 
within the above described limits be 
improved as follows, to-wit: 

(a) By grading each of said streets 
for the full widths thereof and for the 
full lengths thereof above mentioned. 

(b) By paving the roadwa id 
streets for the full aie of 
above mentioned and widths 
between the herein curbs 
with a one and inch 
emulsified asphalt wearing surface laid 
upon a water bound rock base four 
(4) inches in thickness, measured

An ever-bearing sapote tree is one 
of the interesting features of the En- 
canto community. It is 
horticulturists of Southern California 
who are interested in tropical fruits 
The tree is on the property of Miss 
Susan B. Hubbell and is forty-four 
feet tall and fifty-four inches in cir- 
cumference a foot above the ground.
